EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES 

Memphis Confidential Informant T- 2 , vAio has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on March 9, 1955 that 
PYLE has stated that he prints "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" on an 
inexpensive mimeograph machine and would like to buy a better 
machine but cannot afford to do so. 
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Memphis Confidential Informant T-2 also stated that 
PYLE has commented that he bu 3 rs paper from a Memphis printer and 
uses a cheap grade of newsprint normally used for circularSo 
Informant noted that PYLE*s paper is actually printed on a 9-inch 
by 12-inch sheet. PYLE pointed out to T-2 that he cannot buy paper 
from the wholesale paper supply houses in Memphis because he is 
not a recognized printer.

Informa nb noted that PYLE claimed to be buying 60,000 
sheets of paper at a time and that this volume would last him for' 
approximately three or four months. PYLE claimed to be paying fl.50 
per thousand, which T=3 states would indicate that the paper is not 
coming directly from a wholesale supply house. T-3 pointed out 
that with "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" normally having twelve sheets 
printed on each side that the above useage of paper would reflect 
a circulation of I 5 OO to approximately I 9 OO per month.

The details regarding "THE POLITICAL REPORTER’S!’ support 
of the above organizations mil be set out in detail hereinafter. 

Relative to the Kni^ts of the Kuklos Klan, on March 30, 
1955 PYLE advised T=3, supra, that this was .the organization with 
which he was connected. He claiioed that the Kuklos Klan was 
modeled after the original Ku Klux Klan of Reconstruction Days of 
the South and was a fine organization. ■ 

Also, on March 9, 1955 » PYLE gave T-2 two mimeographed 
sheets viiich strongly recommended the Kuklos Klan as the rightful 
successor of the JCKK of the Reconstruction Days. These sheets 
contain a reprint of an arti’ci© from the November, 1954 issue of 
”THE POLITICAL REPORTER” entitled, ”Fro,m Out of the Hidden Past, by 
the Imperial Dragon, Kni^ts of the Kuklos^KlaUf ”

DISTRIBUTION OF THE POLITICAL REPORTER 

I 

Memphis Confidential Informant T-3, supra, advised on 
March 30, 1955 that PYIE has stated that he mails individual copies 
to various individuals throughout the United States and sends 
packages of multiple copies of ’’THE POLITICAL REPORTER” to organi- 
zations in the following localities; 

New Jersey 

Fort Pierce, Florida 

Detroit, Michigan 

PYLE pointed out to T-3 that a ’’New Jersey printer’/ wanted 
to publish ’’THE POLITICAL REPORTER” on a percentage basis, but did 
not explain further.' Regarding the organization in Fort Pierce, 
Florida, PYIE stated to informant that some Fort Pierce businessmen 
wanted him to come to Fort Pierce and publish a weekly psper in 
opposition to one publi^ed by an ”English Jewish woman which 
favored Negroes,” 

Relative to the above distribution, on March 9, 1955 
PYLE stated to T=2 that he was sending 3200 copies of ’’THE POLITICAL 
REPORTER” to Manning, South Carolina. T=2 is inclined to believe 
that while PYLE is undoubtedly sending a substantial number of 
copies to Manning, South Carolina, he'^h^s exaggerated the actual 
distribution in that locality. ‘I* 
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Also, regarding distribution in New Jersey, PYLE 
commented to T-2 that H. L’TTilBj&'RIJM, SR o in Trenton, New Jersey is 
helping to finance the paper. 

There will be set out hereinafter a list of individuals 
who on March 7, 195 5 were mailed copies of "THE POLITICAL REPORTER." 
There is no information available at present as to whether or not the 
addressees of "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" requested the paper or were 
merely getting it gratuitously. An indication of PYLE»s practice 
of sending the paper to people v\ho had not requested it and who were 
in fact highly opposed to it can be found in the fact that numerous 
individuals have called it to the attention of this office and other 
Bureau Offices. These poeple had no knowledge as to how their 
names got on "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" mailing list. 

A specific example of PYLE’s practice in this regard is 
that on March 15, 1954, Mr, ROBERT^BISH ERaON,.. Krauss Cleaners, 
Memphis, Tenn e ssee , furnished reporting Agent with a copy of the 
January, 1955 is sue of "THE POLITICAL REPORTER", which ho claimed 
he did not request and does not believe anyone else requested it 
be sent to him. Mr. DISHEROON was particularly incensed over the 
receipt of this publication and pointed out that it was stamped on 
the outside, "Mailed By Request." This paper had attached to the 
front cover a mimeographed sheet bearing the signature of PYLE, 
which is as follows;

In order to clearly indicate the editorial policy of ’’THE POLITICAL 
REPORTER”, the following excerpts are broken down under appropriate 
headings; 


1. ANTI-SEMITIC; 



The March, 1953 issue of ’’THE POLITICAL REPORTER”, whidi 
is designated as Volume 2, No. 7, contains an article on page 13 
thereof entitled. ••:: ^oor White Chri stians”, by HARRY WILLIAM PYLE, 

The tenor of this' article can be indicated by the following excerpts, 
which are paragraphs 1, 2, 5, and the last; paragraph: 

"Evangelist Billy Graham told a gathering of the gullible 
at Little Rock^ Ark., March the 9th,, that no nation has ever turned 
against the Jews and lived long afterward. He also intimated that 
this applied to the individual as well, 

”At this time infiaeu the Anti-Defamation League, and other 
Jewish organizations are trying to force racial mixing, which will 
lead to mongrelization , along with bringing forces to bear to do 
away with the Me Carr an -Walt er Immigration Act, #iich will open our 
doors to all the unfit, colored races and non- Chris tians , we wonder 
if this loudmouthed Billy isn’t delivering a bill of goods that 
someone, other than Christians are paying for, 

’’Billy the Queer has funny ideas about God, He lead the 
gullible of Little Rock to believe that fighting the Jewish Communist 
the Jewish racial mixers, the Jewish One Worlders, the Jewish ■ 

Bookie, gambling house propriator. Red Light promoter and all of the 
other disgusting professions, of which the Jews manage to get a 
strangle hold, God will punish not only the individual but the nation 
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In other words , a Christian is bound for Hell if he dbn^t hand over 
his nation and his heritage to a non-Christian , the Jew, Candidly, 
I think, Billy the Queer would have sold Christ out to the Jews, if 
the question was left to him. 


”If God^s wrath is to be visited upon this nation, the 
Billy Grahams will be the instrument that brou^t it on when they 
preached, not Christianity, but, the Zionism’s fast line. God will 
not pick upon us unless we break his commandments, not to mix. 
(Mongrelize) 


The April, 1953 issue of ’’THE POLITICAL REPORTER” on page 11 
contains an article entitled, ’’Gentile Kosher", by HARRY WILLIAM 
PYLE, which contains the following, as paragraph 2:' 

"There is no law on the books that says I have to eat 
anything that doesn’t please me. If I don’t want some fellow with 
pimples or a hook nose fooling wi thorny food, I can hump up my shoulders 
and say ’ITS NOT GENTILE , KOSHER, ’ and I wont have it getting into my 
system. If I don’t want a black skinned citizen messing with my ham 
and egg because it isn’t GENTIL_ KOSHER, I wont have to accept it, 
even^;; if Congress and the President of the U,^ have other ideas on the 
question. And to prove that Congress and the President are all wrong 
if they attempt the forcing upon me of another’s junk, I can point to 
the Jews who stick to Kosher, like a dollar to their fingers, and 
reply ’you let them get by with it’ and by all that s fair. I’ll take 
on Kosher too, but, it’ll be ray own brand. I want my GENTILE KOSHER 
untainted by i^at I feel might turn my tummy. 

The May, 1953' issue of "THE POLITICAL REPORTER”, which is 
designated as Volume 2, No. 9> contains on the first page the 
followings

THE JEWS.” 

\j Page 13 of this issue contains a short paragraph entitled, 

/ ^"•Qn That Gentile Kosher" by PYLE, which is as follows: 

"If we wanted proof that there is Jewish GE STPO working 
within our United States, I think the mail that came after the Political 
Reporter was out, proves it. Four letters came to ray desk. None of 
which came from the same part of the country, yet, each was so 
closely related as to wordage, that it proved, only cne mind planned 
it out .

this form may be readily and accurately compiled, employers should 
gear their filing systems and record keeping procedures to the spirit 
of FFEPC For_j^ CD-IO-A, Inevitably Jevr and Negro organizations, such 
as the ADL and NNAC, will maintain employment oifices in centers of 
employment and turned over to FFEPC enforcement commissars for 
investigation or prosecution© Therefore, to protect your interest 
it is suggested that all employment interviews be recorded on a 
recording machine or taken down in shorthand© When photostatic copies 
of rejected application for employment are required thay can usually be 
obtained in the larger cities. An X 14 photostat may ordinarily 
be obtained for $1.75 each. (EDITORJ” 

The form referred to above was set out in detail in ’’THE 
POLITICAL REPORTER” but is not quoted herein as the above excerpt 
indicates the nature thereof.

years he has known PYLE that the latter has been employed, until 
recently as a hoUse fainter and apparently gave up this employment 
?bout five years ago and has since that time been occupied solely 
toh the publication of ’’THE POLITICAL REPORTER.” 


Informant stafcfed that in his opinion, PYIE is completely 
loyal to the Government but is ’’radical” on some subjects. He noted 
that PYLE is strongly opposed to the Negroes, J'ews, and Catholics 
and cLoes npt believe ’♦they;' have the right to exist.” He noted that 
PYLE bases his objectijop.s"'to these individuals on the basis that 
they have either some 'foireign ^liance or some characteristic trait 
which sets them apart from the mass of the American people. 


An examination of the Memphis City Directories reflects that 
HARRY W, PYLE .has been listed therein since 1922. The' City Directory 
for that year reflects PYLE, a painter, resided n't 491-^eale, 

Memphis, Tennessee, PYLE continued to reside at this address until 
the 1925 , City Directory when he is listed as residing at 449 Beale 
for that] year and the subsequent year. PYLE is not listed in the 
1927 Citjy Directory. From 192S through 1933 » PYLE, wife' FEIEDA, is 
listed ais residing at 604 Alabana « From 1934 through 1936, according 
to this source, resided at 1176 Coppock, From 1937 through 1939, 

PYLE resided at ^7Q Ayers. In 194D, PYLE resided at S91 Decatur 
Street, Memphis, and from 1941=1946 at 763 Decatur Street. In 194^., 
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PYLE resided at lOSl Lane Avenue* There was no City Directory 
published in 1949j but in 1950 and 1951, PYLE resided at 22 Angelus 
Street in Memphis* From 1953 through the current 1954 City Directory, 
PYLE has resided at 3601 South Lloyd Circle* 

Memphis Confidential Informant T-1, supra, advised on 
March 31, 1955 that PYLE moved to 3601 South Lloyd Circle in September, 
1952, and has resided there since that date. He stated that PYLE has 
been active in publishing what he described as a ’’white supremist 
paper” called ’’THE POLITICAL REPORTER” and is also active in publish- 
ing other pamphlets and handbills of a similar nature. He stated PYIE 
has advised him that he gets much of his material for his paper and 
pamphlets from a friend of his in New York, althou^ PYLE did not 
identify this friend. 

Informant noted that all the material which he has seen in 
■the possession of PYLE has been very anti-Semetic and anti -Negro while 
at the same time being vigorously anti-Communist . He pointed out that 
PYLE claims to mail his publication to individuals throughout the 
United States and that apparently PYLE sends out a great number of 
them by Railway Express* Informant noted that PYLE was very secretive 
in his actions and although he received a considerable amount of 
mail, he always appeared to be careful to bur^ it in his back yard*

Informant subsequently advised that MILDRED and L, E , 

McGURTY had contacted HARRY WILLIAM PYLE and found that PYLE published 
a mimeographed paper which the McGURTYS described as ’’Fascis'tic" and 
critical of the TRUMAN Administration, The 'McGURTYS also described 
this paper as being Anti-Negro and Pro - Aryan > According to 

Informant, the McGURTYS tried to interest PYLE and DOMTA COOPER in 
the Progressive Party and its program but they took direct’ issue with 
the McGURTYS and later MILDRED McGURTY ^stated that PYLE was- poisoning 
DONNA COOPER’S mind against the Progressive Party.

’’Memphis , Tenn. 


’’Dear Fellow Citizen; 

”I’m up a stiimp. A lot of my friends, got' tired of 
griping about the political situation and decided' to so something 
about it. Thats v/here they put me up on the stump,. The le‘ft it 
to me to act as the mouth piece and do the work. Nice going for 
them. All I got to do is find kinder soul6 and line them up into 
a league, A simple' job if I were a New Deal politician and could 
get R.F.C. money to pay for labor and get for free, postage. Maybe 
I., could get me a m^k coat for the wife, free, to repay her for the 
loss of a husband’s time, - Not a New Dealer or a Trumanite , I gotta 
pay the bills and hope to organize enough members to get my shrinking 
bank roll back. It looks to me, from the howling I hear, I should 
'^ind plentt of helpers who would be glad to join in and make us a 
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new United States or rather one like Pa left us kids. I had a heritage 
in these United States and hope to get it back with your help and 
some more like us. We all lost our heritge when we gotta shootin’ 
dice with the New Deal^s loaded cubes, 

"There is plenty of howling but no concerted cation. One 
has gotta have help to lick them Racial Minorities who vote for the 
fellow that ^11 give em the most. With Racial Minorities, New 
Dealers with a yen to grt into the other feller’s pockets, you can’t 
howl, you gotta vote and vote with a single purpose. 

’’We’re faced with more income tax take, a lot of local 
sales taxes and Congress eyeing us weak and weary citizens hoping 
to take a dig at the sales tax for the boys up in Washington. 

Don’t look good and to stop some Of this tax tinkering it’ll take 
us White Majority Citizen_voting as a unit to ofset the the smart 
boys who think we are a bunch of half wits and don’t know wh*at its 
all about, 

"From my point of view as an American White Citizen us 
folks are about to lose our pants in the political game. The 
Trumanites have enflated our dollar, stuck us with feeding the whole 
world and soaking us with enough income tax to keep up from feeding 
our own kids, The__^ done took our State ’ s' Rights away and are jambing 
social equality down our throats. Wont be long till you can’t take 
a swim in your own bath tub unless you got a black companion in with 
you, A heck of a way for us free bom Ameri can ’ s to live, The_ do re 
got my son and maybe yours in the draft. He may have had a white 
complex but, its a clinch they are blacking him out on both sides. 

My Pa never left any such heritage to me and I know your’s didn’t”" 
either, I ain’t giving my son a break and no doubt you ain’t either.

I ain’t afraid of no one big or small and can stand up for 
our rightn without getting trimmed of my shirt, I’m honest, my Pa 
saw to that when he took me to the woodshed in earlylife and • 
convinced me with a stick of stove wood that honesty is the best 
policy. In still retain a vivid picture of the closed meetings. 

I’m not bashful and will be found right out front plugging for this 
thing to the limit, and while doing so,' working at the job that all 
of us need done. I ain’t as dumb as this letter sounds, its just 
that I want to keep my sanity in this cockeyed game of politics and 
a muddled miXvUp that is bound to bring ruin to us if we don’t keep 
our heads and do sompin about hit.

Minority gropes , Racial minorities, gangsters, 
gamblers and organized big business have the ear of our elected' 
officials and the common citizen’s interest is ignore^o Waste in 
every branch of government is the rule, both in National government 
as well as local governments. Racial minorities with the help of 
political tow-timers have taken over our States Right ’ s and making a 
c^nge in our social standards without the consent of the white, 
citizens.

^V ^O^EST ■ Wr^OLF . JOH N W o/ffeSMILTON . and other officers of the NCPA 
made a trip to Memphis. Tennessae in March, 1953 where they met for 
the first time with HARRY WULLIAM PYLE. This meeting with PYLE had 
resulted from correspondence between PYLE and HAMILTON 'in which PYLE 

had indicated a great interest in the Negro problem and had further 

shown interest in the work being done by the NCPA to combat -this 
problem. During the March meeting, PYLE had promised to organize chap- 
ters of the NCPA in Memphis and in surrounding states. According to 
Informant, both WOLF and HAMILTON were impressed with ■ PYIE and as a 
result had appointed him to membership on the National Board of the 
NCPA and designated PYLE as chairman of a skeleton chapter organized 
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at Memphis^. According to this soii^..ce„,' both WOLF and HAMILTON believed 
that HARRI)^YLE would be a great or^nizer for the NCPA. 

Informant learned in June, 1953 frcan WOLF and HAMILTON 
that since the above meeting, PYLE had made many suggestions which 
were not acceptable to the leaders of the NCPA. Informant stated 
that WOLF and HAMILTON considered PYLE as being very domineering and 
claimed that he was trying to tell them how to run the NCPA. Informant 
‘noted that according to WOLF, PYLE had become angry because some of 
his suggestions were not accepted and had begun writing letters to 
various individuals throughout the United States criticizing WO'LF and 
HAMILTON and urging that these individuals have nothing to do with them 
or the NCPA. This, according to WOLF, was an attempt on the part of 
PYLE to undermine the work being done by himself and HAMILTON and to 
cause disunity within the NCPA. Infomant pointed out that accord- 
ing to WOLF, the latter had learned that PYLE was attempting to arrange 
things so that he could take over the leadership of the NCPA as well as 
that of several other organizations. According to WOLF, PYLE intended 
to unite these into one organization which could then be used for 
PYLE’S own personal monetary gain. 

Informant pointed out that WOLF stated that a meeting of 
various organizations was to be held in Columbus, Georgia on June 20 , 
1953 and that the leaders of the NCPA were not invited to attend this 
meeting. Notwithstanding this, they were going to the meeting in order 
to put an end to the aspirations of PYLE and place him in a position 
vitoere he would not be able to take over the NCPA or any other organi- 
zation. j 

Informant noted that the meeting was held in Columbusyw.- • C 
Georgia on June 20, 1953 and was opened by Mrs. JESSlE^*dENKIN S . 

Mrs, JENKINS made the' opening talk at the conference in which she 
urged that all those prese^ be'come affiliated wi-th an organization 

headed by her known as thelnKration al Patrick He nr y^-O rganiz at ian. \ 

After her opening remarks, Mrs . “JENKINS turned the meetii^' over tp 
PYLE who called on BI1L^JH@JDRIX of Tallahassee / .Florida for his 
observations. It is noted that HENDRIX was connected with the S^Shern 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, HENDRIX discussed the need for xmity- 
among the various organizations interested in fighting the Negroes 
and Jewish people. 

Subsequently, during the meeting _F0RBST>WDLF , who""was 
infuriated with developments therein, referred to 'iScLE as ’’this 
copperhead”. WOLF accused PYLE of sending letters all over the 
United States in which he had made untrue remarks concerning the 
NCPA and its officers. At this point, BILL HENDRIX stated that 
HARRY PYLE should be relieved of the chairmanship of the meeting 
in order to settle the feud between hipi and WOLF. 
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2RANCXS McHAIL was made temporary chairman and called on 
JOHN W, HMliiTON of the NCPA. HAMILTCK denounced PYLE and Stated 
that it was PYLE^s idea to attanpt to take over the organization with 
the thought in mind that he wodld make money in operating it. He 
stated that PYLE had attempted to rewrite the by-laws of the NCPA 
and that the by-laws .written by PYLE did not reflect the aims of the 
NCPA but instead referred to the personal accomplishments of PYLE and 
* of a newspaper printed by him called ’’THE POLITICAL REPORTER,” 

After the foregoing meeting was recessed, the representatives 
of the NCPA delegation met with all those in attendance at the conference 
except HARRY PYLE and Mrs, JESSIE JENKINS, At this meeting, JOHN W, 
HMILTON discussed what had been accomplished by the NCPA,) denounced 
PYLE, and called him a ’’snake in the grass,” WOLF discussed further 
some of the many things that had been done by PYLE after his affili- 
ation with the NCPA which indicated to him that PYLE could not be 
trusted and that he was attempting to use the NCPA and other- anti- 
Negro organizations for his own personal gain. Following this, there 
was a general discussion concerning PYLE in which it was evident that 
all of those in the room had sided against PYLE. 

PETER XAVIER of Dayton, Ohio', who had previously been 
accused by WOLF of being a personal friend of PYLE, stated that this 
was the first time he had met PYLE and for some reason did not trust 
PYLE. 


At SsOO p.m. the delegates-, except PYLE resumed the 
conference and PYLE sent word that he was sick and would not be present, 
Mrs. JENKINS pointed out that in view of the charges which had been 
brought against PYLE that she was not able to go through the agenda, 
which included a discussion of the NATO organization and Universal _ 
Military Training. HAMILTCN stated that they were interested only in 
the Negro problem and that his only reason for coming to the conference 
was to put PYLE in his place. 

Informant advised that subsequently BILL HENDRIX advised • 
JOHN W, HAMILTON that he had prepared a press release concerning the 
meeting. A copy of the June 21, 19 53 issue of the ’’Simday Ledger- 
Inquirer” published at Columbus, Georgia contained a news article 
on the front page entitled, ”Klan Organizes New Group Here”, This 
article stated that a United KKK with representatives reportedly from 
several sections of the United States, had been quietly organizing 
in Columbus, Georgia, It stated that the announcement was made by 
BILL HENDRIX, former Grand Dragon of the Florida Klan,

Relative to the White Circle League of America, it will 
be noted that JOSE^H:^^B£AIIHARNIAS , the head and founder thereof, was 
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found guilty of circulating literature tending to defame a race in a 
Chicago Municipal Court in Chicago in 1950. The State Charter of the 
White Circle League of America was revoked on June 27, 1950 on 
grounds that literature of the League was "highly inflamatory and would 
cause conflict among the races.” BEAUHARNIAS' conviction in a Chicago 
Municipal Court in 1950 was upheld by the Illinois Supreme Court on 
January IS, 1951 « The case was subsequently taken to the U. S.. Supreme 
Court and this court upheld the lower court on April 2S, 195 2. 

On May 5, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant T-S, an 
individual who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that Me Bo SHERRILL, Fort Pierce, Florida, who was spearheading the 
drive to establish chapters of instant organization throughout Florida 
and the Southern states, stated that "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" was the 
official publication adopted by the White Circle League of America. 

Memphis Coifidential Informant T-9, an individual who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that M. B, SHERRILL, 
Post Office Box 1071, Fort Pierce, Florida, received mail from HARRY 
WILLIAM PYLE and "THE POLITICAL REPORTER" on February 2S, March 2, 7, 

10, Iv5,l6, and 22, 1954. 

Memphis Confidential Informant T-S, supra, advised that 
the application for membership in the White Circle League reflected 
that the Southern States and Florida Headquarters for the White Circle 
League were in care of M. B. SHERRILL, Post Office Box 1071, 

Fort Pierce, Florida, 

PYLE » s Connection With the Pro-Southerners 


Memphis Confidential Informant T-10, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on May 17, 1954 that the 
above M, B, SHERRILL was no longer distributing literature issued by 
the White Circle League of America as he was unable to get along with 
the national organization of the White Circle League and was at that 
time trying to establish an organization in the South under the name 
of the Pro-Southerners. 

T-10 continued that he gained from conversation with 
SHERRILL that the co-partner of SHERRILL in the Pro-Southerners was 
HARRY WILLIAM PYIE of J/ ^emph is . He also noted- that PYLE was in close 
contact with WILLIAM J.^tlR^FIN of Tampa. ^Florida who organized the 
Association of FloriSa' iClans “duriig the summer of 1952. 

On June 22, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant -T-10 
advised that PYLE had stated that the Patrick Henry Organization had 
issued a: ch after to SHERRILL and the Pro-Southerners. PYLE explained 
that the Patrick Henry Organization had no printed charter or 
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charter forms so a special typed copy was made up and salt by 
Mrs. JESSIE JENKINS, secretary of the organization, and by him, PYLE, 
as acting president. PYLE stated to informant that he, as vice 
president, had been acting as president and would continue to do so 
until the July 10 conference of the Patrick Henry Organ! zati'on when 
officers would be elected. Informant continued that PYLE stated that 
this charter which was issued to SHERILL pid the Rro-Southenaers gave 
him full authority to act as a special unit of the Patrick Henry 
Organization and that it covers the entire nation as his to organize 
under the name of Pro-Southerners. PYLE stated this was done by 
the Patrick Henry Organization as that organization had the highest 
respect for SffiRRILL and his ability to organize and above all, his 
loyalty ^d willingness to cooperate with real patriots. PYLE further 
assured informant that SHERRILL and those who join in with the Patrick 
Henrys would get the closest cooperation from all of the officers. ■ 

On June IS, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant further 
advised that from the literature that he had received frcm SHERRILL 
and some person connected with him, it was clear to him that the aims 
and objectives of the Pro -Southerners were similar to those advocated 
by th g>^K a nd were extremely anti-Negro, anti-Jew, and advocated 
full States Rights without Federal intervention, ^ 

On June 21, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant T-11, an 
individual who has furnished reliable information in the past, made 
available a letterhead of the Pro -Southerners that listed HARRY 
WILLIAM PYLE as Chaiman of the Supervisory Board, 

On May 17, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant T-10, supra 
advised that he had learned from SHERRILL that the membership fee in 
the Pro-Southerners would be $2 per year plus $2 a year for a sub- 
scription to ”THE POLITICAL REPORTER’^, the latter publication having 
been adopted by SHERRILL as the official publica-tion of the Pro- 
Southerners. 


Connection of PYLE With the Knights 
Of The Kuklos Klan 

On November IS, 1954, Memphis Confidential Informant T-12, 
an individual inho has furnished reliable information in the past, made 
available a letter dated Octobe^r 22, 1954 from HARRY WILLIAM PYLE, 
Memphis , Tenne ssee , to Mr. PA*^BTOPHY , 614 Q Pros pect . Dal las. Texas . 

■ Informant advised that this letter had apparently been written to 
' MURPHY by PYLE after MURPHY had answered an ad which h^d-been placed 
in the. ”Fort Worth Star Telegram" on Sunday, June 27, 1954, which 
read as follows; 
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’’White people of America, if you believe in and 
want to keep white supremacy, segregation, and our 
American way of life, write Pro -Southerns rs , Post 
Office Box 1071 , Fort Pierce, Florida.” 

This letter stated that ’’Brother” HOR A C§i4o iLEEl— oiL-WausiX. 

Texas had sent MURPHY’S letter of the 19th to PYLE with the request 
that PYIE supply the information requested by MURPHY. The letter 
further stated that he hoped that the information furnished encouraged 
, MURPHY to get into the mood to join and help ”us save this nation from 
the Negroes, Zionists, and Communists.” The entire letter was devoted 
to esq) lanat ions to MURPHlf, giving details relating to the Knights of 
the Kukbs Klan which it distinguished as a separate organization from 
the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Atlanta, Georgia. The letter stated 
that the Kni^ts of the Kuklos Klan was from the original Nathan 
Bedford Forrest Klan, and that its plans, purposes, and initiations 
were based on what took place before IB67 and during the Reconstruction 
Period. The letter stated that ”We do not accept Catholics, not 
because of religious beliefs, biib because ’our’ initiation work 
cannot be accepted by their Church.” It furtiier stated that ”we do 
not and will not fight white Catholics.” 

The letter explained that anyone over eighteen years of age 
was eligible for membership but that they preferred that the ones 
between eighteen and twenty be ’’above average in their thinking.” 

The letter stated that a person would have to take an oath to uphold 
the United States, its flag, and to protect the white or Aryan womanhood 
and children, also uphold white supremacy and to work to retain segre- 
gation in force, not' just in the schools but in all public and social 
gatherings. The letter stated that the obligations also called for 
an oath that the applicant will fight against Communism and the many 
'-’’■Re d> fronts . 


The letter stated that the Grand Dragon or His Exalted Cyclops 
will nob order a member to go and beat up some female or male 'vho has 
’’been caught in the wrong bed.” It further stated that no member would 
be ordered to do any illegal act but rather that the leader might ask 
a member to help the law enforcement officers to keep order and peace 
in the community. It also pointed out that the member mi^t be 
requested to help to get Klansmen into public office or to help get 
those who' stood for Americanism into office. 

The above letter was on the letterhead of the Pro - South erners 
which identified PYLE, the signer of the letter, as the Board 
Chairman of the Supervisory Board of the Pro-Southerners. 

Relative to the Knights of the Kuklos Klan, it will be 
noted that Memphis Confidential Informant T=3j supra, stated on 
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March 30, 1955 that PYIE had just informed him that he was at that 
time connected with and supporting this organizationo PYLE stated to 
Informant that the Kni^ts of the KxMos Klan was an organization 
designed to follow the pattern and exanple of the Ku Klux Klan which 
existed in Reconstaruction Days in the South.
